PATEFUL HOUSE OF APSBURC

Its History for a Century Marked by a
Bucoession of Tragedies,

CRUSHING BLOW OF RUDOLPH'S END

Story of the Archduke and His Un-
hnppy Love=Maximilian's Exe«
catlon=Innumernhble Sor-
rowa of the Emperor,

Agaln fate has dealt a heavy blow to the
houses of Hapsburg and Wittelsbach, add-

log another sorrow to that heavy burden |

which has borne down to despale the anclent
rulers of Austrin and Bavaria. The spirit
of tragedy seems to have marked them for
ita own and to have played with them in
order to drive [ta lessons deep into the
hearts of wmen, The fate of the empress
of Austrin s but the climax of a life over-
flowing with heartburping and tragedy

Chief of the recent tragedies of the house
of Hapsburg, relates the New York Her-
ald, was the supposed sulcide In 18549 of the
Archduke Hudolf Francis Charlea Joseph,
gon of the emperor and hele to the throne,
the one on wnom all the hopes of the im-
perial house had rested. This affair Is now
known as the Meyerling drampn. Several
verslons of the tragedy huve heen glven out,
but the facts in the case probably never will
be known to any one outside the royal
house.

The archduke was deeply infatunted with
the charms of the Daroness Veteera, n beau-
tiful young glrl, who returned his love, He
wished to be united to her by morganuatic
marriage, but his father would not allow
it. Oun the evening of January 20 the arch-
duke met the baroness In a gamekeeper's
haouse, not far from the castle of Meyerling.

In the morning both were found dead,
lying side by side, 1t was asserted that the
buroness hnd taken polson and that the
prince had shot himself.

Another story I4 to the effect that a for-
ester went to the house where the prince
wan staylng in order to ask the game keeper
for some instructions regarding the hunt
that wis to take place. He knocked loudly
at the door. A window was opencd and a
man jumped out and ran away, The for-
estor almed and fired, The fugitive fell, and
when the forester walked up to him he rec-
ognized, to his horror, tha crown prince,
who had faluted. The ehot had entered

the prince's shoulder. The forester cnlled for |

help, and, with the assistance of a mat who
ran to his ald, carried the prince into the
gumekeeper's house

The baroness, ceplng the prinee in a faint

and blevdipg from a wound, Imagined that

he was dead. She lmmedlately took up her

traveling bag and pulled out o phial. Before |

ghe could he provented she drank its con-
tents aud fell dead upon the floor,

Soon afterward the crown prince came to
and wnas taken by his own orders to th
cnetle of Meverling, Here he ordered hig

valet from the room into which he had been |

carried, and here ho placed a pistol to his
head and fired a fatal ehot.

Letters of the prince and of the baroness,
found after the tragedy. lend to disprove
this wversion, and indicate a premeditated
sulclde on the part of both parties. Then
there were several wiinesses who declared
that they had seen the bodles of the prince
nnd the baroness lying slde by side immedi-
ately after the tragedy.

In order to found an imperial throne, The
overthrow of the alien ruler and his execu-
tion by those whom he had trled to subdue
are mutiers of history., Added to this was
the insanity of his wife, the Emprese Car-
lotta, and the scandal attaching to the
gpending of her fortune by apother royal
personnge.

The disappearance of the Archduke John
wfter e bad contracted o marringe with a
pretty little Austrian singer was another
cause of grief. He had been one of the bril-
lant members of the Hapsburg family, but
his waywardness led to the taking away of
his titles. He would nott bow to the em-
peror, and finally, when he had been ban-
ished from the court, he bought a merchant
vessel and started out In lfe for himself.
The vessel is supposed to have been  lost
at sea,

Quarrel With Archdnke,

A Kindred soul was Archduke Henry,
youngest won of the late Archduke Hainler,
viceroy of Lombardy., He was n general
In the army, and while stationed at Gratz
he made the acquaintnce of Fraulein Hof-
mann, a singer at the theater, with a
monthly salury of 50 florins. Shoe was by
no means a great singer. Her last role was
that of Pamela, In *'Fra Diavolo.” But she
was pretty, quick witted, the very type of
n Viennese girl, and, above all, irroproach-
able in her conduct and manner.

The prehduke paid court to her, nnd when
hoe was obliged to take the fleld In ltaly he
promised that he would marry her if his life
was spared, and thig promise he faithfully
kept.  The emperor stormed, fumed and
dld all In his power to reclalm the prodigal,
but ull his efforts were in valn,  Archduke
Henry bad vowed to be true to Fraulein
Hofmann, and not all the powers in Chrls-
tendom could persuade him to abandon her,

All Francis Joseph could do was to do-
prive the archduke of his milltury rank and

| expatriate him. The marriage took place on

February 4, 1868, and not until 158% 414 the
emperor show any signe of relentiog In
the latter year he allowed the archduke to
present his wife and daughter to him, and
thus the family quarrel was ended,

The troubles of the imperial house were
enlarged after the death of Prince Rudeolph
by the difffoulty of finding & successor to
the emperor, Charles Louis, his brother,
was regarded as wenk, morally and intel-
lectually, though endowed with low cun-
ning. He did not seem the one that could
grasp the problems of the Austro-Hungar-
lan empire. He resigned his claims in favor
of his son Francls Ferdinand, however, and
thus removed one oembarrassment only
to bring on another, for Francls Ferdinand,
it 18 feared, is Ignorant, deficlent allke In
heart and head. Scandal has followed him
throughout Austria and Hungary.

In Spaln has been found another cause for
gloom. There the queen regent, davghter
of the Archduke Charles Ferdinand, a cou-
gin of the Emperor Fraucls Joseph, hos
beon compelled to ses the falrest portion of
the heritage of her son taken away and haas
lHyed in fear that the Spnish people them-
selves would arise agalnst her and sweep
her and her child from all power,
